CHANGE MADE IN 
COLLECTION RULES 



Paper Must Be Kept Separate 

from Ashes and 

Rubbish. 



GIVE DAILY SCHEDULE 



During; the past week a notice 
was sent to the householders of 
Narberth by George B. Suplee, 
Superintendent of Public Works, 
calling attention to the change in 
collection regulations effective 
with the beginning of the winter 
schedule on September 24th by 
which all papers must be kept 
separate from other rubbish and 
ashes. 

Complaints have been directed 
against the Township dump at 
West Manayunk. which is used 
by the borough, because of the 
continual smudge and smoke aris- 
ing therefrom of burning paper. 
To eliminate this annoyance the 
Township commissioners adopted 
a new rule governing the collec- 
tions by which paper must be 
kept separate from rubbish and 
ashes. 

Mr. Supplee's notice calls at- 
tention to the fact that recptacles 
containing paper and ashes and 
other rubbish will not be collect- 
ed. All paper must be placed in 
separate containers. Likewise 
garbage must not be deposited 
with ashes, paper or other rubbish. 

The notice follows : 

The Lower Merion Township Com- 
missioners, who control the only public 
dump which is available for our use. 
have been obliged to adopt new rules 
governing it and, as a result, beginning 
with the resumption of weekly collections 
on September 24th. all papers must be 
separate from other rubbish and ashes. 

Bottles, tin cans ami other derbis, ex- 
cept paper, may be mixed with the ashes 
which must be placed in metal contain- 
ers. 

All paper must be placed in en' ••'•l 
separate containers. If papers are mixed 
with ashes and other rubb.sh, the re- 
ceptacle containing them will nol be re- 
moved by us. 

Garbage must not be deposited with 
ashes papers or rubbish. The Uorough 
;rovides an entirely separate garbage col- 
lection service and ;he ;,-h-" en will not 
remove any re:eptabie containing it. 

All containers must be placed at the 
rear of the house where they can be seen 
from the street. Do not put them out on 
the public sidewalk. 

The winter schedule of ash and rub- 
bish collections will start on Monday, 
September 24th ,and will continue week- 
ly thereafter until further notice. Sub- 
ject to delays, beyond our control, col- 
lections will be made in accordance with 
the following schedule :

BOLT STRIKES STATION 

A bolt of lightning struck an iron 
post at the Narberth station during 
last week's storm and caused a 
short circuit that put out all the 
lights on the platform and in the 
station and tunnel. No damage 
was done. Pennsylvania electric 
trains along the Main Line were 
slowed up when the signal system 
became stalled, but there were no 
crashes.

The formation of this fire com- 
pany revives the controversy over 
the names.

The firemen's stand in the matter 
is clear since at their last meeting 
they voted to change the name of 
the company to the Merion Square 
Fire Company. 

I'ntil Id years ago Merion 
Square was the name commonly 
applied to the district, which 
covers about six square miles and 
has a population of less than 1000 
persons. The change to Gladwyne 
was made, it is claimed, to elimi- 
nate trouble in the delivery of 
mail, for Merion Square was 
being confused with Upper Me- 
rion, Merionville and Merion.

General Prosperity of Borough 



You should buy from local mer- 
chants because it pays you. It 
means money in your pocket. 

And it means money out of your 
pocket if you don't. Our argu- 
ment is as simple as a-b-c. If you 
make a practice of shopping at the 
"big city" stores you have only to 
figure up what these goods have 
cost you and compare the total 
with what the same bill of goods 
would have cost had you bought it 
at home.

With vacation days a tiling of 
the past the Xarberth School wili 
open Monday, September 10, for 
registration of pupils. The whole 
plant has been put in glistening- 
condition in anticipation of a large 
enrollment. 

Registration for pupils entering 
either the first grade or the kin- 
dergarten is partially completed 
since August 30 and 31 were set 
aside for that purpose. Parents 
of children entering school for the 
first time, and unable to enroll 
them then, are requested to bring 
them Monday. The community 
building is the registration place 
for the kindergarten and the 
school for the first grade and up. 

All children entering school for 
the first time should present cer- 
tificates both of birth and of vac- 
cination. Children whose sixth 
birthday occurs on or before 
January 31, 1929, may be entered 
in the first grade ; children whose 
fifth birthday occurs on or before 
January 31, 103J, may be entered 
in the kindergarten. 

All pupils who intend to use the 
busses provided by the Narberth 
School District for the transporta- 
tion of pupils to the Lower 
Merion schools will send name, 
residence and the class assigned 
to at Lower Merion to the Nar- 
berth School offices. Bus tickets 
will be mailed to pupils upon re- 
ceipt of cards. 

The school authorities point 
with pride to the fact that there is 
only one change in the teaching 
staff this year. The one vacancy 
was filled by the school board's 
eliction of Miss Faith E. McAu- 
liife as third grade teacher. Miss 
McAuliffe is a graduate of the 
Millersville Teachers' College and 
has been teaching successfully in 
the public schools of Chester for 
two vears. She is the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. J. W. McAuliffe, of 
Sabine avenue. 

The School Board likewise will 
recommence its regular meetings 
with the arrival of the new school 
year, its initial session being Fri- 
day.

Lower Merion Junior and Senior 
High Schools and public schools 
will open Monday, September 10. 
Announcement to that effect was 
11 a 1c last week by Superintendent 
S. Edgar Downs, whose office in 
the Senior High School at Ard- 
more teems with activity as final 
plans are made for assigning 
teachers and students to their 
classrooms. 

It is expected that the faculty 
will be considerably in excess of 
20.5, which was the figure last 
year. The previous year's faculty 
numbered 173 instructors. En- 
rollment for the 1928-1929 term 
is ex;:ected to set a record for the 
township. Last year's total for 
the term reached -1246, and for the 
previous year the total was 4020. 

High School students who are 
not already registered in the 
Lower Merion school system are 
required to submit at once com- 
plete records to Superintendent 
Downs at his office in the Senior 
High School building. Students 
of the Lower Merion part of Nar- 
berth who will enter the elementary 
grades, one to seven, should re- 
port directly to the principals of 
the various schools, in Bala, Cyn- 
wyd, Merion or Wynnewood. 

Certificates of successful vacci- 
nation must be presented by all 
new students, according to Mr. 
Downs. Beginners, or first grade 
pupils, may be admitted only dur- 
ing the month of September, and 
they are required to present birth 
certificates. The minimum age of 
admission is five, provided the 
child's sixth birthday is reached 
before April 1, 1929. 

"All who desire to supply rooms 
or boarding to teachers should 
Mtbmit definite information in 
writing to the Superintendent." 
Mr. Downs said. It is expected 
that scores of teachers will termi- 
nate their vacations and arrive in 
Lower Merion before the end of 
the week.

Three of a series of burglaries 
perpetrated in Lower Merion and 
Narberth the past summer were 
cleared up last week when Earn- 
est Lillard, 35, of Schiller avenue, 
Narberth, out on parole from 
Eastern Penitentiary, was arrest- 
ed by Lower Merion police Sun- 
day, August 26, in Cynwyd. One of 
the burglaries was committed that 
morning; the other two "jobs" 
were pinned on the man following 
r series of grillings conducted by 
Sergeant Brown of the police. 

At a hearing in the Ardmore 
police headquarters Thursday night 
before Magistrate Franklin P. 
Kromer, Lillard was held for court 
without bail. He was taken to the 
county jail at Norristown the latter 
part of the week. 

The man was picked up 7.30 
A. M. Sunday at Levering Mill 
and Derwen roads, Cynwyd, by 
Officer Dirks, whose suspicions 
were aroused when he spotted Lil- 
lard walking along the streets 
carrying two heavily laden suit- 
cases. Investigation revealed that 
the bags contained clothing and 
valuables which had just been 
taken from the home of D. B. 
O'Loughlin, Derwen road and 
Bryn Mawr avenue, Cynwyd. a 
block distant from the place where 
the arrest was made. 

Following grilling for several 
days by Sergeant Brown at Ard- 
more headquarters charges oi 
burglarizing the homes of John 
Bartholomew, Old Gulph road. 
Narberth, and Sydney Wynne 
Foulkes, Windom avenue, Bryn 
Mawr, were also entered against 
Lillard, as well as a Philadelphia 
job at the home of George Beck 
on Ridge avenue, Roxborough. In 
all of these places clothing, furs, 
beads, and small amounts of jew- 
elry composed the larger part ol 
the loot. 

Police after investigating Lil- 
lard's record declare that he came 
to the Main Line in 1920, made 
his home in Narberth for most oi 
that time and for a short while 
he was employed as a janitor in 
a Narberth motion picture theater. 
Of the man's thirty-five years, 
fourteen have been served in 
prison, police state. The last of 
these was a term begun in Eastern 
Penitentiary, which was finished 
out at West Chester. Lillard, who 
comes from West Virginia, was 
on parole from this last sentence 
at the time of his arrest. 

Two other men were picked 11 1 
by the police early in their inves- 
tigation on the suspicion of being 
accomplices. They were dismiss- 
ed following questioning. 

Several burglaries still remain 
to be solved by the police. One 
is a $15,000 jewel robbery which 
was perpetrated in Bryn Mawr 
early this week. The police have 
been working on the earlier cases 
for several weeks and details of 
men are still out on special duty 
at nights to prevent further out- 
breaks
